Caucasus Defense Parley 
Held As Russians Repulse 
New Thrut At Moscow

The Red army again pushed back 


German jabs into the wintry Mos- 
cow front today but in the south 


Ukraine faced a mounting threat to | 
the Donets basin and the road to! 


the Caucasus oil fields. 


Despite tremendous losses, the 
Axis armies were hammering so vi- 


olently at the gates of Rostov on, 


the Don that Sir Archibald Wavell, 
commander of an army of probably 
1,000,000 British imperials in the 
near east, was said to have started 
urgent consultations at Tiflis for 
joint British-Russian defense of the 
Caucasus area. 

On the far eastern front the Rus- 
sians reported—and Tokyo denied— 
that Japanese troops had crossed 


the Siberian frontier in what pre-| 


sumably was a test punch on a mi- 
nor scale of the Soviet defenses, 
which had been reported weaken- 


ed by transfer of possibly 500,000 | 


troops to the west. There was no 
indication that the clash would be 
immediately followed by further 
military operations. 

The fighting front, an arc before 
Moscow, has shown little change in 
approximately two weeks, although 
battles have raged so fiercely that 
the Soviets reported around 50,000 
Germans killed in recent days. The 
Germans said that the Red army 
had suffered ‘tremendous losses” 
during “successful” Axis attacks on 
the central front where one Ger- 
man division was credited with cap-

TAX DEADLINE 
ON HOV. 1ST 


Owners On Bowling Alleys, 
Pool Tables, Pin Ball 
Machines Are Warned 


The special federal tax imposed 
October 1 on bowling alleys, billiard 
tables. pin ball machines and slot 
machines is now due and payable 
and will become delinquent 
‘subject to penalty unless paid by 
November Ist. 

Attention was directed to this reg- 
uation Monday morning by W. D. 
Malloy, deputy collector of internal 
revenue, who Said that the return on 
such payments is to be accompanied 
by a special form. 

“The deputy collector’s office is the 
only place these forms may be ob- 
tained in the county.” he said, “and 
since I know how many of these 
forms have been applied for. it is 
clear to me that there must be some 
persons falling within this provision 
of the law who have failed to give 
due recognition to the matter.” 

Mr. Malloy was at his office all 
day Monday and will be in his of- 
fice, in the basement of the post- 
office from 9 o’clock until 4 o’clock

|SEAMAN REPORTS EXPERIENCES UNDER GERMAN 


AND ITALIAN BOMBING WHILE SAILING 


| RED SEA ROUTE 


| HONOLULU, T. H., (u-—German 
‘warplanes are bombing American 
ships carrying supplies to the Red 
Sea but their aim is so bad only one 
vessel has been sunk, although three 
have been damaged severely, a re- 
turning seaman revealed. 


“The Nazis don’t seem to be able 
to hit a bull astern with a bass 
fiddle,” said John Stowe, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., quartermaster of a freighter 
which docked here enroute from 
Suez. 

“That’s the only thing that saved 
our lives, for we were bombed four 
times the night we arrived at Suez 
while a barge loaded with bombs 
and percussion caps was lying along 
side us.” 

Maritime regulations forbid pub- 
lication of the name of Stowe’s ship 
but he revealed the Steel eSafarer 
was the vessel sunk by German 
bombs. The Steel Inventor, he added, 
struck a German mine and was 


badly damaged. Two other freight- | 


ers were hit and sent to drydock. 
Exploding bombs frequently lit- 
tered the decks of anchored Amer- 


ican vessels with splinters, Stowe 


said. He added there were no cas- | 
ualties among the crews, although | 
48 persons were killed in Suez dur- | 
ing one six-hour bombardment by 


German and Italian planes. 
“The night we arrived in Suez our 


ship was bombed four times,” said | 
| Stowe. “We weren’t hit but some of | 
| the bombs loosened some hull plates 
and we sought a quieter port to. 
| await dock space. | 

“We returned to Suez three days 
later. That night 300 German and | 


Italian planes bombed the harbor 


continuously more than six hours. | 
It was the ungodliest terror I’ve |. 
| ever experienced.” 
The bombing raids took place dur- ! 
|ing the first two weeks of August, | 
Stowe said. He asserted British anti | 
aircraft fire was inefficient and that | 


while many raiders were caught in 
the beams of searchlights, defend- 
ers were unable to bring them down 
or drive them off. 


American ships have been carry- 
ing war supplies to the British mid- 
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dle east since President Roosevelt 


declared the Red Sea to be outside 
the combat zon.
